Sam Rayburn was not an aver- 
age man. He was not, as some 
thought, taciturn and short of 
temper. He was not a man for 
small talk. He did not tolerate 
fools easily. Now and then he an- 
noyed the more idealistic new- 
comers to the House by telling 
them that the “way to get along 
is to go along.” (He did not mean 
it as cynically as it sounds.) 


As we begin to look at the har- 
vest of Rayburn’s long, rich life, 
we discover that in the years of 
the New Deal, the Fair Deal, and 
the first of the New Frontier, it 
was he, the small town, rural con- 
servative, who labored most suc- 
cessfully in the vineyard of social 
reform,

Atom, Adenauer Asks

BONN — Chancellor Konrad 
Adenaver said Thursday night 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization should be able to order 
the use of atomic weapons with- 
out prior authorization of the 
President of the United States.

Adenauer’s views on the use 
of atomic weapons. came in an- 
swer to a question on whether 
he was satisfied to leave control 
of warheads for delivery by the 
West German armed forces in 
the hands of the United States 
alone. The reason for the change 
he advocated, Adenauer said, 
was “military, not political. nor 
for prestige.” 


“We must arrange within 
NATO that a decision can be 
taken to use atomic weapons 
even before the President is 
heard from,’’ Adenauer said. 


He noted that a proposal to 
make NATO the world’s fourth 
atomic power, which he is trying 
to revive, had been made by the 
Eisenhower administration. The 
proposal has been shelved quietly 
by the Kennedy administration. 
So, Adenauer said, it is still be- 
fore the President.

> WASHINGTON (f—Rep. John W. McCormack of 
Massachusetts was without known opposition Thursday 
for election as speaker of the House next Jan. 10. 


- The Boston Democrat, 69, prob- 
ably will be the unanimous choice 
of a party caucus to move into 
the spot left vacant by Sam Ray- 
burn’s death Thursday in Bonham, 
Texas. 


McCormack may not even have 
nominal Republican opposition 
when the House itself votes on 
the caucus recommendation at the 
opening of the second session of 
the 87th Congress. 


Normally Republicans nominate 
their own candidate for speaker 
at the start of a new Congress 
even though he is certain to lose 
on a roll-call vote when Demo- 
crats are in control. 


The 1962 session, however, will 
be a continuation of the 87th 
Congress which convened last 
January. At that time, minority 
Jeader Charles A. Halleck of 
Indiana was put up by the GOP 
in opposition to Rayburn. Should 
the GOP decide to go through 
with the formalities of a contest 
Halleck again would be their 
candidate. 


Until the House acts next Janu- 
ary it will have no speaker. 
McCormack’s temporary role as 
acting speaker ended with Ray- 
‘burn’s death. The:next session of 
the House will be called to order 
by Ralph Roberts, chief clerk. 

Earlier speculation that Mc- 
Cormack might face a contest 
within his own party has not been 
‘borne out even though some 
Democrats are unhappy -with 
"McCormack’s leadership, particu- 
Jarly his lack of enthusiasm for

school aid program. They appar- 
ently have decided that it would 
be a losing proposition to chal- 
Jenge McCormack’s promotion to 
the speakership at this time.

So many are too small for that. But Rayburn, the Texan, was not. 
He grew with his young nation, and for 48 years in the House he 
helped it powerfully to grow and change. He died at 79 without ever 
being trapped and anchored to his past, or permitting his people to be. 

Second, Gov. Ernest Vandiver said: ‘‘He was the man who could 


love people into peace.” 


This quality was both personal and political. If you said a nice 
thing to him, he would look you straight in the eye and say gruffly, 
“God bless you,’ and you would feel it like a benediction. In poli- 
tics, he could make a compromise between the angriest men. He 
knew Americans. He deeply believed the people were good and fair. 
He knew, too, from his own frontier, that they were quick to anger, 
and likely to be extreme. He placed his battered old body between 
them, and sat them down, and made wise bills. His rostrum was the 
judgment seat of reason. Who will sit there now? 

He progressed, and he loved. He loved deeply and compassionate- 
ly, though he spent his own life in loneliness; a month’s marriage, 


long ago, was broken. 


His death has now drawn a root from the soil of America and left 
the bright foliage of this modern and sophisticated society to sway 
with less support in coming winds—unless, somehow, the young do 
grasp the greatness of Rayburn, and give renewed life to his mas- 
sive gifts of reason, strength and love.

The nation 
was told that at Vienna in June 
Khrushchev had delivered a six- 
months ultimatum to Kennedy, 
and that since we rejected the 
ultimatum firmly, a thermonu- 
clear war was quite possible by 
the end of December. The Presi- 
dent told the people that in the 
coming months he would let ev- 


. ery citizen know what steps he 


could ‘‘take without delay to pro- 
tect his family in case of attack.’’ 

It was a bad mistake to tie to- 
gether the six months deadline 
about Berlin with a call for im- 
mediate action to each citizen to 
save his family. No serious pro- 
gram of fallout shelters can con- 
ceivably be carried out in six 
months by private initiative. But 
being told to try it has frightened 
people without doing anything to 
save them. 

Only two months earlier, in the 
President’s Special Message of 
May 25, he had expounded the 
concept of civil defense coolly. 


clearly and exactly. What he said 


then is worth quoting at length. 

“This administration has been 
looking very hard at exactly what 
civil defense can and cannot do. 
It cannot be obtained cheaply. It 


cannot give an assurance of blast 
protection that will be proof 
agains: surprise attack or guaran- 
teed against obsolescence or 
destruction. And it cannot deter 
a nuclear attack. 

“We will deter an enemy from 
making a nuclear attack only if 
our retaliatory power is so strong 
and so invulnerable that he knows 
he would be destroyed by our 
response.

‘ter an attack. If we should ever 


lack it, civil defense would not 
be an adequate substitute. 


“But this deterrent concept as-. 


sumes rational calculations by ra- 
tional men. And the history of 
this planet is sufficient to remind 
us of the possibilities of an irra- 
tional attack, a miscalculation, an 
accidental war which cannot be 
either foreseen or deterred, The 
nature of modern warfare height- 
ens these possibilities. It is on 
this basis that civil defense can 
readily be justified — as insur- 
ance for the civilian population in 
the event of such a miscalcula- 
tion. It is insurance we trust will 
never be needed — but insurance 
which we could never forgive 
ourselves for foregoing in the 
event of catastrophe.”

On Agency Shop 
Atlanta—The editorial regard- 
ing the so-called ‘‘agency shop” 
indicates a lack of understand- 
ing on your part of the basic 
fundamentals of this question. 
The Taft-Hartley Act has been 
on the books since 1947. It is 
settled law by this time that under 
that act a union shop agreement, 
i.e., an agreement making em- 
Ployment conditioned on union 
membership after 30 days, is legal 
in those states which do not have 
so-called ‘‘right-to-work”’ statutes. 
The case with which the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board was 
concerned arose in the state of 
Indiana where the Supreme Court 
of that state had held that an 
“agency shop’ agreement was not 
violative of Indiana law even 
l

though Indiana has a_ so-called 
“right-to-work” statute. The 
NLRB merely held that, in those 
circumstances, the agency shdp 
was not violative of the Taft- 
Hartley Act in Indiana since ‘it 
was a lesser form of union se- 
curity than the union shop which, 
as stated above, is clearly legal 
in the majority of the states -of 
che United States. 

The union shop provisions of 
the Taft-Hartley Act were in- 
serted by Congress in an effert 
i reconcile the opposite princi- 
ples of (1) freedom to join or net 
to join a union with (2) the prob- 
lem of the ‘‘free loader.” 

The agency shop agreement 
goes one step further and elimi- 
nates the requirement of mem- 
bership in the union and secures 
to the worker his job as long as 
he tenders payment for the serv- 
ices which a majority of his fel- 
low workers desire. 

In our democratic society, 
where majority rule is a funda- 
mental principle, it would not 
seem that this particular restraint 
is as odorous and coercive as your 


editorial would lead us to be- 


lieve.

This was in early January, 1961.

In the sorrow which welled up 
at the news, men began to re- 
member that he had served well 
three presidents — Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, Harry S. Truman and 
John Kennedy. They each learned 
to lean on him. They encountered 
his sormetimes irascible stubborn- 
ness. They knew moments of ir- 
ritation and anger. But, none 
doubted his loyalty. 

COMPLETE LOYALTY 

They knew that when the chips 
were down they could count on 
his complete loyalty to the Demo- 
cratic Party and its basic prin- 
ciples, He might, and often did, 
refuse to accept presidential urg- 
ings and proposed legislation. Not 
even his enemies ever suggested 
he was a rubber stamp. But he 
was unfailingly a Democrat. 


There are many examples of 
this presidential awareness. On 
Feb. 18, 1942, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt sent a personal note to Speak- 
er Rayburn: 


“Dear Sam: I understand you 
have been invited to be the princi- 
pal speaker next Monday at the

He went to Congress in 1912, the 
year Woodrow Wilson became 
President. Wilson was ever one 
of his heroes. He never thought 
of the Senate, and never aspired 
to it. To him the House, the legis- 
lative body, was the most import- 
ant and meaningful. One way to 
earn a rebuke was to speak of the 
House as “the lower body.” To 
him it was the highest. The Sen- 
ate always waited on the House 
to originate and clear the air 
with debate. 


OFTEN AT ODDS 

He was often at odds with 
Democratic presidents. But he 
never even considered bolting the 
Democratic Party. He thought it 
not unusual that the country turns 
to Democrats when there is trou- 
ble. “I am perfectly serious about

In his autobiography, “That Re- 
minds Me,” the late Alben Bark- 
ley, the Kentuckian who for so 
long was majority leader of the 
Senate for the Democrats, and a 
war horse in national! conventions 
and in debate, wrote of Rayburn:

try, ii makes me realize how, in 
one respect, British parliamen- 
tary customs have been superior 
to ours. I have always felt the 
British had the best of it in keep- 
ing their good men in Parliament 
for long periods — Gladstone. 
Lioyd George and Churchill — to 
mention a few examples — instead 
of replacing them every few years 
as we do in many cases.” 


VITAL LEGISLATION 


Even Harold Ickes, “the old 
curmudgeon” and gadfly of the 
Roosevelt years, though he quar- 
relied often with Sam Rayburn 
(and with everyone else),

“Democrats somehow seem to 
have more instinct for gov- 
ernment and for keeping the 
country running right than the 
Republicans. I think this is be- 
cause they are, for the most part, 
closer to the people and think in 
broader political terms. The Re- 
publicans have a tradition of rep- 
resenting business — not people.” 


This perhaps helps explain his 
support of legislation, attacked by 
the GOP Old Guard as Socialistic, 
which enabled “‘people’’ to have 
a better life. REA is a perfect 
example. He pushed it hard. 


HELP PEOPLE 


“It will take some of the harsh 
labor off the backs of farm men 
and women,” he said, perhaps 
remembering the worn, tired fath- 
er who, at the train, had given his 
son an une $25, saved 
“God knows how.” “Can you im- 
agine what it will mean to a farm 
wife to have a pump in the well 
and lights in the house?”’ 


He was elected Speaker in 1940.

The 
tremendous reforms began with 
Wilson . . . the eight-hour day, 
and the various legislative acts 
which made the capitalistic system 
itself more flexible .and strong, 
at a time when the first World 
War was about to bring the 
changes which would pull down 
ancient thrones and kingdoms and 
loose powerful revolutionary 
forces which are yet out of con- 
trol.

There’s Aid 


Now tor 
Glaucoma 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: Just what 
is glaucoma? My mother, age 
70, in perfect health, has specks 


before her eyes, and a mist. 
The doctor said it was “ten- 
sion” and gave her drops. Now 
does this mean blindness?— 
R. H. 


Glaucoma is an increase in the 
tension or pressure inside the eye- 
ball. In time this pressure, if not 
relieved, can damage the eye to 
the point of destroying sight. It is, 
indeed, a common cause of blind- 
ness. 


But that is a far cry from say- 
ing that glaucoma ‘“‘means blind- 
ness.’" Why? Because these days 
we know enough to treat this ten- 
sion before it has done that much 
damage. 


Drops are used to reduce the 
tension. Other means are em- 
ployed too—some people. are re- 
quired to limit or avoid salt and 
alcohol and to lose weight. These 
measures are dictated by the in 
dividual circumstances. At times 
it is advisable to resort to surgery 
to permit reduction of the pres- 
sure. 


The specks and mist mentioned 
can be symptoms of Glaucoma. 
Halos around lights or bright ob- 
jects in the field of vision are 
another. At the same time, there 
may be other causes of such 
symptoms, particulariy§ specks, 
because so many people have 
these without having glaucoma, 
The speck or “‘floater,”’ or 
ous floater’’ in the eye, is such a 
thing. 

The better and quicker way of 
detecting the earliest stages of 
giaucoma is with a small instru- 
ment which is placed delicately in 
contact with the eyeball to meas- 
ure the pressure. 


When there are _ suspicious 
signs, such a test should be per- 
formed right away, to get treat- 
ment started. Sometimes the test 
is made in more or less routine 
fashion, just for safety — and oc- 
casionally exposes an unsuspected 
case in its extremely early stages. 


Discovery at the stage de- 
scribed today, however, is satis- 
factory, and now that adequate 
treatment has been started, there 
is no reason to worry about blind- 
ness.

Asks Board 
To Resign 


JESUP (#—The Wayne County 
Grand Jury has asked the five- 
member county commission to re- 
sign and allow the people to elect 
a new board. 


The jury also called for the 
creation of a county police force 
to assume all law enforcement 
functions now delegated to the 
county sheriff. 


The jury charged that the com- 
missioners have “openly disre- 
garded the laws pertaining to 
their office’ in allowing what it 
called illegal use of county equip- 
ment, materials and manpower.

Today's hand offers a variety 
of end play situations for declar- 
er. It also presents the defense 
with opportunities to make the de- 
clarer work hard for his contract. 


Four spades was reached with 
dispatch and West opened the nine 
of diamonds. This was not the 
happiest choice, for either a heart 
or a club opening would have 
made matters more complicated 
for declarer. Declarer covered 
the nine of diamonds with dum- 
my’s ten and took East's jack 
with the ace. After drawing 
trumps in three rounds declarer 
led a diamond, a play not in- 
dorsed by this department and 
when West followed with the deuce 
it convinced South that the open- 
ing lead had been made from a 
doubleton. He ducked and East 
won with the six. 


East had no attractive return, 
but considered it reasonably safe 
to try a club. South has shown up 
with ace, king, queen of spades, 
and the king of diamonds. If he 
also held the ace of clubs he 
might be inclined to make a slam 
try after partner's raise. West 
won with the ace and shifted to 
a heart. Declarer went up with 
the king and played the queen of 
clubs, East was in and found him- 
self handicapped. But hoping that 
partner had the jack, he led the ten 
of hearts. Declarer put up the 
jack and the contest was over. 


When East obtained the lead 
with the six of diamonds, he might 
have made things more difficult 
for declarer. Unless West has the 
ace of clubs, the defense is wag- 
ing a lost cause, for in that case 


‘|South has 10 tricks in plain view. 


So East playing his partner for 
that card should cash the king of 
clubs and get out with a club. 
West now leads a heart and South 
will have to produce a sterling 
play. He must cash the two high 
héarts and run all the trumps. 
This will effect a squeeze on East 
who will be unable to hold the 
queen of hearts and also protect 
the queen of diamonds.

The Man Called Bear 


Not since the wild days of his youth when he 
wrestled a bear and played a football game on a broken 
leg has Paul Bryant come as close to being “the big- 
gest guy on the block” as he has this season. 


Only two games, with Georgia Tech and Auburn, stand between 
him and the dream of his lifetime—an unbeaten season at the 
University of Alabama and possibly a trip to the Rose Bowl.

really? 


For as long as I can remember, 
people have cussed Bryant, always re- 
ferring to him as ‘‘The Big Bad Bear.” 
They say that watching Bryant coach 
football is like watching a magician at 
work. You appreciate the result and 
don’t question the method. 


Maybe they're right, but I doubt 
anybody can be all that bad. For one 
thing, The Bear admits he has cried 
his heart out, and any grown man 
who will do that must have a soft spot 
somewhere. 


He credits the “good old-fash- 
ioned’’ cry with making him a man, 
something he says he didn’t achieve 

by wrestling the bear or playing the game on a broken leg. 


It happened in Maryland in 1945, his only year as coach of the 
Terps. George Preston Marshall of the Washington Redskins had 
recommended Bryant for the job, his first as a head coach. (Bear 
was determined to succeed despite the backing of a notorious loser 
like Mr. George Preston. So when he went to Maryland, he took 
along with him 17 veteran players from North Carolina Pre-Flight, 
first of many stunning moves in the field of recruiting.) 


Anyway, Bryant did an outstanding job that year. He was rolling 
along with a fine record when trouble set in before the closing 
game against Virginia. 


—He Cried, and Became His Own Boss 


The Bear had a run-in with one of his star tackles and, against 
the wishes of many on the campus, fired the player for breaking 
training. Maryland beat Virginia without the tackle, so Bryant was 
still in the driver's seat. 

He bought a home in College Park, then went back to Alabama 
to spend the Christmas holidays with his family. Upon his return, 
he learned that the tackle had been re-instated by the school and 
that a member of his coaching staff had been fired. 


“] knew then I wasn’t really a head coach,” Bryant says. 
“I knew I had to go. So I sat down all alone in the living room 
of my new home and cried. It looked like the end of the world.” 


But it wasn't. It was just the beginning for Paul Bryant. That 
cry helped him become his own boss, his own kind of man, and 
away he went, snapping at the world, never again to be second- 
guessed by anybody on a football field. 


The next eight years, Bear built a football powerhouse at Ken- 
tucky. It was there that he started his ‘friendship’ with Coach 
Bobby Dodd of Georgia Tech. 


“You know,” says Bryant, “like when I sent word to Babe 
Parilli to run on fourth down and three on our 40 against Georgia 
Tech in 1951. We lost the game because of that and it was the start 
of a great friendship between Dodd and me. He’s loved me ever 
since. I started his string of six straight bowl games.”’ 


Next, it was on to Texas A and M and another national 
powerhouse. Bryant had this game of football by the tail, but 
he was making enemies all along the way. 


Tough as leather on the field (and on the recruiting trail), 
Bryant demanded 100 per cent from his players. Most people say 
that his players don’t like him. But they play for him, and how they 
play. 


_—Defense First, Then Run Red Lights 


The tough tactics obviously stem from his days as a youth. 
One of 12 children from a poor Arkansas family, he had to fight 
from the start for anything he got. 


He actually did wrestle a bear in a sideshow on a dare from 
his buddies, and as an end at Alabama, he once played a game 
against Tennessee on a broken leg. Maybe it was this experience 
which has prompted him to say in recent years, “I can’t stomach 
a cry baby player who lets a bruised finger stand in his way.” 


When Bear came back to Alabama, he had no timetable for 
success. “‘I don’t say we'll be any good the first year,’”’ he said. 
“Let’s wait and see if anybody is happy in three years.”’ 


Alabama people were happy in much less time than that. His 
second year back, he took the Tide to the Liberty Bowl. Bryant was 
getting closer to that dream. 


It was in Philadelphia against those sassy metropolitan news- 
men that Bryant enjoyed one of his greatest triumphs—not on the 
field—but in a press conference. 


‘“‘Why is your team so colorless?” a writer needled Bear. ‘‘Why 
don’t you ever pass the ball?”’ 


“Why don’t you get in your car and run red lights?” Bryant 
shot back. “I don’t pass for the same reason, because it’s too risky 
with the personnel I have. We're setting a defense now. The of- 
fense will come.”’ 


Indeed, the offense has come, in a big way. But defense is 
still the mark of every Bryant team. 


‘Against Richmond last week,”’ says Dodd, ‘Bear could have 
let Richmond stay on offense all day. Alabama could have won 
without running a play from scrimmage. They'd have forced enough 
fumbles and intercepted enough passes to score a couple of times.” 


This is the kind of man Georgia Tech will be up against at 
Birmingham Saturday . . . proud and sassy and determined. In 
order to win, the Jackets will have to prove that they, too, can 
wrestle a bear.
